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Disability Pensions 


Disability pensions may be awarded to | 
qualified individuals for disability or death — 
which is related to military service. This 
booklet provides information on the ben- 
efits that are available and how to apply. 


Who May Apply 


Veterans of the Canadian Forces and 
high-seas Merchant Navy veterans of the 
First or Second World War or the Korean 
War, and current or former members of the 
Regular or Reserve Force who suffer from — 
a service-related medical condition may 
apply for a disability pension. Allied 
veterans of the First or Second World War, 
who meet domicile requirements, may also 


apply. 


Those who served in organizations 
closely associated with the Armed Forces — 
during wartime may also be eligible for 
disability pension benefits. (See Appendix 
“A” for a list of organizations.) 


¢ Posthumous Claims 


The Pension Act permits posthumous 
(after death) claims by an eligible 
. dependant, e.g. spouse or child, if it can be 
) established that the deceased member of — 
the Forces would have been eligible for 
benefits if an application had been made 
during his or her lifetime. 


How To Apply 


Contact with a Veterans Affairs Canada | 
office (in person, by telephone, by 
facsimile, by mail, or electronically) will 
be accepted as an initial request for a 
pension. Applicants should provide their | 
name, address, telephone number, service | 
number(s) and the medical condition for | 
which disability pension is being claimed. 
Additional information will be required 
before a decision can be made. Assist- 
ance is provided, free of charge, by 
Veterans Affairs Canada staff, in locating 
and preparing the information required for | 
the pension application. (Please referto 
Veterans Affairs Canada under Govern- 
ment of Canada usually found in the blue 
pages of your local telephone directory.) 


A disability pension is normally 
awarded effective from the date the 
application is received by the Department, 
therefore, an application should be made 
as soon as possible.

| Approval 


Before a disability pension can be 
awarded, two factors must be determined: 
first, a relationship must be established 
| between the claimed condition and 
| military service (this is referred to as 
entitlement). Once entitlement is 
| established, the extent of the disability 
| must be determined (this is referred to as — 
assessment). The assessment may be 
' based on medical reports submitted by 
| the applicant, reports on file, or in some 
| cases, the applicant may need to have a 
, medical examination. 


| 


' The amount of pension awardedis 
, based on the degree of disability suffered — 
| from the pensioned conditions, and is 

| paid in accordance with rates set out in 

| the Pension Act. 


An applicant is informed in writing of - 
| the Department's decision and the 
| reasons for it. 


Payment 


o The assessment of the disability is 
| expressed as a percentage that may range 
from 0% to 100%. A disability assessed — 

from 1% to 4% results in a single lump- 

» sum payment. A disability assessed at 

me 0% OF Greater results in the payment of a 
monthly pension. 


Disability pensions are paid as a 
matter of right. They are not affected by 
other income. Neither the gender of the 
pensioner nor the rank held while in 
service has any effect on the amount of 
pension paid. Pensions are adjusted on 
January 1 of each year to compensate for 
inflation and are always paid in Canadian 
dollars. They are not subject to Canadian 
income or estate taxes. 


Appeals 


An applicant who is dissatisfied with a 
ruling by Veterans Affairs Canada or a 
ruling by the former Canadian Pension 
Commission, and who has new evidence 
regarding his or her claim, may request a 
Departmental Review of the decision by 
contacting the nearest District Office of 
Veterans Affairs Canada. An applicant 
also has the option of requesting a review 
by a Review Panel of the Veterans Review 
and Appeal Board (VRAB). VRAB is an 
independent body which hears appeals 
when pension claimants are not satisfied 
with decisions made by the original 
adjudicators. 


At the review level, hearings are held 
across the country, giving applicants the 
right to appear before the Board and 
provide evidence in person. Applicants 
also have the option of making a written 
Submission. Compensation is provided 
for applicants required to travel to attend 
their Review Panel hearing. 


If an applicant is not satisfied with the © 
decision of the Review Panel or a former 
. decision made by an Entitlement Board or 
an Assessment Hearing of the Canadian 

7 Pension Commission, an appeal may be 

# made to an Appeal Panel of VRAB, the 

: final level of authority on pension matters. 
| At this level, hearings are held in 
| Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island. 

; Although oral evidence cannot be heard, 

| applicants may attend Appeal Panel 

i hearings, at their own expense. 


The Pension Act provides for the 
| appeal, by an eligible dependant, of 
| posthumous claims and claims 
undergoing adjudication at the time of the 
applicant’s death. 


| Legal Assistance 


Any person wishing to appeal a 
F decision to a Review or Appeal Panel is 
entitled to free legal assistance from the 
# Bureau of Pensions Advocates. (Please 
| refer to Veterans Affairs Canada under 
Government of Canada usually found in 
# the blue pages of your local telephone 
f directory.) The Bureau is staffed with fully 
# trained and experienced lawyers, located 

| in offices across Canada, whose sole 
function is to represent applicants at 
Review and Appeal hearings before VRAB. 


Assistance similar to that provided by 
the Bureau is also offered free of charge 
by some veterans’ organizations such as 
The Royal Canadian Legion or The War 
Amputations of Canada. The applicant, 
however, is responsible for any costs 
involved in having a private solicitor 
prepare and present a claim. 


Prisoner of War Compensation 


A veteran of the Canadian Forces or 
high-seas Merchant Navy who was a 
prisoner of war for 89 days or more, or 
who evaded capture or escaped from the 
enemy for 89 days or more, may be 
entitled to compensation under the 
Pension Act. Compensation may also be 
paid to members of Allied Forces who 
were domiciled in Canada or Newfound- 
land at the time of enlistment in the First 
or Second World War, and to civilians 
who served in support of the Canadian 
Forces. 


The term “prisoner of war” now also 
includes those who were interned in a 
neutral country designated as enemy- 
occupied territory. Algeria and Tunisia 
are among areas designated in this way. 
Additional compensation for a spouse 
and dependants, similar to that awarded 
for a disability pension, is also available. 
Application for prisoner of war 
compensation may be made by 
contacting the nearest District Office of 
Veterans Affairs Canada. 
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Attendance Allowance 


A disability pensioner, in receipt of a 
pension assessed at 1% or greater, who is 
disabled and in need of attendance may be 
eligible to receive an Attendance 
Allowance. The amount of the allowance 
is based on the degree of attendance 
needed in the day-to-day personal care of — 
the pensioner. 


Clothing Allowance 


Pensioners who are amputees, wear 
Special appliances, require specially-made 
clothing or who suffer from excessive 
soiling of clothing may receive a Clothing — 
Allowance to compensate for wear and 
F tear or to assist with the purchase of 
Special apparel. The clothing requirement 
must relate directly to the pensioned 
disability. 


= Exceptional Incapacity Allowance 


Q A disability pensioner who receivesa 
m pension for disabilities assessed at 98% or 
greater and who is exceptionally 
incapacitated in whole or in part by his or — 
her pensioned disability, may receive an 


See Exceptional Incapacity Allowance. The 


amount of the allowance Is based on the 
extent of the helplessness, pain, 
discomfort, loss of enjoyment of life and 


jee Shortened life expectancy of the pensioner. 
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Application 


An application for any of these special 
~awards may be made by contacting the 
nearest District Office of Veterans Affairs 
Canada. Pensioners who live outside of 
Canada may apply by writing to Out of 
Canada Claims (please see address on 
page 3). 


Adlitional Pension 


Spouse and Children 


Additional pensions may be awarded 
on behalf of a spouse and dependent 
children if they are living with or are 
Supported by the disability pensioner. 
Children must be under 18 years of age. 
Benefits may be extended to the age of 
20 if children continue to attend school 
full-time. 


In the case of a common-law spouse, 
additional pension may be awarded if the 
couple has been residing together 
publicly as husband and wife for a 
minimum of one year. 


Incapacitated Children 


lf a child of a disability pensioner is 
unable to provide for him or herself 
because of a mental or physical infirmity 
which occurred before the child reached 
the age of 21, additional pension may be 
paid as long as the child is unable to earn 
a livelihood because of the infirmity. 


Other Dependants 


A disability pensioner may receive an 
additional pension on behalf of dependent 
parents, brothers and sisters. 


Survivor Benetits 


Widow or Widower, Children 


When a disability pensioner dies, the 
Spouse may receive, for a period of one 
year, the same pension amount (including 
Attendance Allowance and Exceptional 
Incapacity Allowance, if applicable) being 
paid to the pensioner at the time of death. 
After one year, a Survivor's pension will 
automatically be paid. 


If a pensioner was receiving a pension 

paid at a rate of 48% or greater, the 
™ spouse is entitled to a full survivor's 

| pension (which is equal to three-quarters 
of the basic pension paid to a single 
pensioner at the 100% rate). Ifa 
pensioner was receiving a pension paid 
between the 5% and 47% rate, the 
F spouse is entitled to a proportionate 
Survivor's pension (which is equal to one- 


© half the disability pension in payment at 


the time of the pensioner’s death). 


Dependent children may be eligible to 
receive orphan benefits following a 
pensioner’s death. 


surviving widows or widowers who 
remarry will continue to receive survivor 
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Parents and Siblings 


Parents, brothers or sisters who had 
been supported by the deceased 
pensioner and are now without adequate 
means of support, may be awarded a 
pension. Awards of this nature are dis- 
-cretionary and are based on the circum- 
stances of each case. 


Medical Treatment 


‘Within Canada 


Disability pensioners are eligible for 
medical treatment at the expense of 
Veterans Affairs Canada for those medical 
expenses directly related to their 
-pensioned disabilities. 


Outside Canada 


Medical treatment for pensioned 
conditions is provided in some countries 
(the United Kingdom and the United 
States, for example) under special 
agreement. Elsewhere, it is provided 
under arrangements made by the Foreign 
Countries Operations of Veterans Affairs 
Canada. Disability pensioners planning to 
leave Canada, temporarily or permanently, 
should advise the nearest District Office 
of Veterans Affairs Canada before depar- 
ture to arrange for the authorization of 
any treatment needed for pensioned 
disabilities while abroad. 
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hallantry AWards 


The Gallantry Awards Order provides ° 
for a monthly payment to eligible | 
Canadian veterans who received an award 
of gallantry while serving with the 
Canadian or British Forces during the 
second World War. To receive this 
annuity, a veteran must be in receipt ofa | 
disability pension from Veterans Affairs 
Canada, benefits under the War Veterans _ 
Allowance program, or a superannuation - 
pension from the Department of National 
Defence. Application for an annuity may | 
be made by contacting the nearest 
District Office of Veterans Affairs Canada. | 


Last liiness and Burial 


lf the estate of a deceased disability 
pensioner and, if applicable, the financial 
assets of a Surviving Spouse are 
insufficient to pay the costs of last illness, 
funeral, burial or cremation, an award 
may be granted to assist with paying all 
or part of the costs. Ifa veteran is 
deemed to have died from a pensioned 
condition or while on Departmental 
treatment strength, similar benefits are 
available regardless of the value of the 
deceased’s estate. An application may be 
made by contacting the nearest District 
Office of Veterans Affairs Canada. 
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Access (0 
Personal Intormation 


The Privacy Act provides individuals 
with the right to obtain access to their 
personal information held by the federal 
government. Details on types of personal 
information held by Veterans Affairs 
Canada are outlined in “Info-Source’. 
This publication may be consulted at local 
post offices, public libraries, or District 
Offices of Veterans Affairs Canada. 


Renorting Changes of Status 


To prevent an incorrect payment of 
pension, disability pensioners must 
promptly report any changes in marital 
Status or in the status of dependants to 
the nearest District Office of Veterans 
Affairs Canada. For example, a 
pensioner must report marriage, 
Separation or the death of a spouse. If in 
doubt about whether to report a change 
in status, contact the District Office.
